University on notice, and the far­ 
mers of the State on their guard, 
with reference to the encroachment 
of the University on the education­ 
al field of the A. & M. College. 
The 
“ Farm er” is a hard hitter 
when he takes up the cudgel, and 
he makes some telling blows in his 
exhaustive and complete review of 
the legitimate fields of the two In ­ 
stitutions. 
His argument is con­ 
vincing, but too long to reproduce 
here at this time; although we en- j 
dorse it entirely and shall quote 
from it hereafter in order that more 
publicity may be given to some of 
his well put truths. 
He states: 
“In view of all that has boen 
said, is it not time for the Univer­ 
sity authorities to call a halt, or 
for the people of the state to ex­ 
press themselves in no uncertain 
way? 
If the main department of 
the University of Texas is going to 
persist in this aggression into the 
technological 
field, try to undo 
what the state has done, dwarf the 
technological work of the state at 
College and take it to Austin, what 
is to hinder it from establishing 
another medical branch at Austin, 
to still further amplify its depart­ 
ment of education, and thereby in­ 
vade the fields set apart to three 
normal schools, and likewise open 
its industrial work to the young 
women of the state, and thereby 
contravene the policy of the state 
as clearly outlined by the last leg­ 
islature whose commission con­ 
sciously refused to locate the G irls’ 
Industrial school at Austin and 
consciously decided to locate it at 
Denton? 
As a matter of fact, if 
the authorities of the main depart­ 
ment of the University do create 
industrial departments at Austin, 
will it not necessarily run counter 
to the action of the last legislature 
in locating the industrial school 
for girls at Denton? 
The main de­
